We  respectfully  present  the  following  report  of  the  Barn- 
stead  Free  Public  Library  for  the  year  1933. 

Thirty-nine  books  have  been  bought  to  satisfy  the  desire 
for  good  reading  of  the  patrons,  from  children  to  adults,  the 
children  and  young  people  being  given  much  consideration  in 
selecting  books.  These  were  placed  on  the  shelves  in  time  to 
observe  educational  week.  The  number  purchased  was  less 
than  in  former  years,  as  other  expenses  have  been  more  this 
year. 

Mrs.  George  Locke  gave  one  book. 

In  the  summer  an  electric  pump  was  installed,  which  sup- 
plies a  long  felt  need.  The  pump  is  a  Fairbanks  Morse  type 
and  was  put  in  by  Linn  Dennett. 

Several  people  without  work  were  hired  to  dig  the  ditch 
leading  from  the  Library  to  the  river.  It  seemed  to  be  an  op- 
portunity to  give  work  to  some  men  who  were  unemployed  in 
town. 

The  value  of  good  books  read  in  childhood  contains  an 
influence  that  should  give  pleasure  to  the  readers  all  through 
their  lives.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Bamstead  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

In  submitting  herewith  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools  I  shall  make  but  few  comments  on  the 
usual  statistics  in  order  that  emphasis  may  be  placed  on  a  few 
fundamental  and  vital  problems  that  must  be  met  in  the 
future. 

Teachers 

The  pupils  have  been  taught  by  well-trained  and  capable 
teachers  and  they  have  made  good  progress  along  the  lines 
their  activities  have  been  directed.  No  changes  in  the  teaching 
force  occurred  during  the  school  year.  The  following  is  a  list 
of  the  names  of  the  present  teachers,  together  with  their  posi- 
tions, salaries,  and  so  forth :

Instruction 

The  new  system  of  reading  which  has  been  used  for  the 
past  two  years  has  this  fall  been  extended  into  the  third  grade 
and  continues  to  be  highly  satisfactory.  The  use  of  the  work- 
books, which  is  a  part  of  this  system,  helps  greatly  in  solving 
the  problem  of  keeping  the  primary  children  profitably  em- 
ployed. With  this  system  children  are  learning  to  read  with 
enjoyment  by  themselves. 
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Closely  related  to  the  development  of  reading  abilities 
through  the  new  system  of  reading  is  the  use  of  current  events 
papers  in  all  grades  except  the  first.  These  papers,  which  are 
entitled  "My  Weekly  Readers"  for  grades  three  to  seven  and 
"The  Junior  Review"  for  grade  eight,  give  an  opportunity  for 
valuable  practice  in  the  mechanics  of  silent  reading  and  con- 
tain material  that  is  most  helpful  to  children  in  forming 
worthwhile  attitudes  towards  and  concepts  of  our  present  so- 
cial and  economic  problems.  Pupils  and  teachers  are  very 
much  interested  in  them  and  many  parents  have  spoken  to  me 
of  the  value  of  this  material. 

New  language  books  have  been  put  into  use  in  all  schools 
in  grades  three  to  six,  resulting  in  a  marked  increase  in  pupil 
interest. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  methods  of  instruction 
in  the  other  subjects.

Of  these  forty-eight  pupils  three  have  already  left  and  six 
more  are  seniors.  There  are  now  seven  Bamstead  pupils  in  the 
eighth  grade.  It  would  appear  that  about  forty-five  will  be  in 
high  school  next  year  for  whom  about  $3400  will  be  needed 
for  tuition. 

Perhaps  Bamstead  people  would  be  interested  in  the  fact 
that  of  the  two  pupils  in  Pittsfield  High  School  who  received 
all  A's  for  the  first  semester  this  year  one  was  a  Bamstead 
pupil,  Ruth  Yeaton. 

Health  Supervision 

The  report  of  the  School  Nurse,  Ruth  B.  Whitcomb  shows 
that  of  the  126  Bamstead  pupils  examined  during  the  vear 
eleven  were  at  least  10%  underweight,  ten  had  defective  vis- 
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ion,  three  defective  hearing,  seventy-seven  defective  teeth, 
nine  diseased  tonsils,  six  adenoids,  ten  enlarged  glands,  and 
124  had  been  vaccinated.  The  two  unvaccinated  pupils  were 
properly  excused  by  the  Board  of  Health.  During  the  year 
six  cases  of  pediculosis  were  reported  and  fourteen  cases  of 
skin  disease.  In  May,  1933,  thirty-seven  pupils  received  diph- 
theria immunization  at  clinics  held  at  the  schoolhouses. 

During  the  late  winter  and  early  spring  free  federal  milk 
was  furnished  the  needy  children. 

On  March  29,  1933,  sixty-eight  pupils  at  the  Parade  and 
Center  schools  were  given  audiometer  hearing  tests.  Three  of 
these  pupils  were  found  to  have  defective  hearing. 

The  report  also  shows  that  the  following  defects  had  been 
corrected  since  the  previous  examination :  four  cases  of  de- 
fective vision,  twenty-eight  cases  of  defective  teeth,  and  two 
of  diseased  tonsils.  Nearly  all  of  the  defects  reported  are 
correctable.  Is  it  really  necessary  that  these  children  continue 
to  carry  their  health  handicaps?  I  do  not  believe  it  is,  with 
the  medical  and  nursing  service  that  is  now  available.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  by  citizens  over  the 
previous  year  is  commendable  and  is  encouraging  to  teachers 
and  superintendent. 

Finances 

The  financial  estimate  for  next  year  is  about  the  same  as  for 
this.    Every  expenditure  during  the  past  year  has  been  care- 
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fully  weighed  before  being  made.  Very  little  has  been  done 
in  the  way  of  improvements  to  buildings  and  equipment  and 
no  special  appropriation  for  such  is  asked  for  next  year.  The 
School  Board  and  Superintendent  have  tried  to  get  federal 
aid  through  the  Civil  Works  Administration  for  school  use 
but  all  allotments  of  federal  money  to  Barnstead  have  been 
used  for  roads  and  other  projects  so  that  no  funds  have  been 
available  for  schools. 

Reorganization  of  the  Supervisory  Union 

The  New  Hampshire  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  re- 
quired the  elimination  of  some  of  the  supervisory  unions  in 
the  state.  In  the  reorganization  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion that  followed,  Gilmanton  was  removed  from  the  Pittsfield 
Union  and  Loudon  was  added.  This  change  became  effective 
July  1,  1933.  As  the  legislature  also  required  that  more  super- 
visory unions  be  discontinued  next  year,  when  Superintendent 
Henry  S.  Eoberts  of  the  Suncook  Union  resigned  on  August 
31,  1933,  the  State  Board  of  Education  divided  his  union 
among  the  neighboring  unions,  putting  the  school  districts  of 
Allenstown  and  Pembroke  onto  the  Pittsfield  Union.  This 
change  became  effective  September  1,  1933.  This  supervisory 
union  now  consists  of  the  school  districts  of  Pittsfield,  xillens- 
town,  Barnstead,  Chichester,  Loudon,  and  Pembroke.  This 
large  increase  in  territory,  teachers  and  pupils  has  made  it 
necessary  for  the  superintendent  to  spend  less  time  in  each 
school  than  formerly  but  the  added  load  has  been  somewhat 
lessened  by  the  providing  of  some  clerical  assistance  in  the 
superintendent's  office.  It  is  likely  that,  because  of  the  pol- 
icy of  increasing  the  size  of  the  supervisory  unions  which  the 
legislature  forced  upon  the  State  Board  of  Education,  this 
supervisory  union  will  continue  for  some  time  with  about  its 
present  size. 

Facing  the  Future 
When  a  group  of  small  boys  gather  to  play  baseball  in  a 
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vacant  lot  or  a  neighbor's  pasture  they  first  decide  on  the  lo- 
cation of  the  home  plate  and  first  base.  After  a  few  minutes' 
play  they  may  wonder  if  first  base  is  in  the  best  place.  Our 
boys  and  girls  in  school  have  run  well  from  home  plate  to  first 
base  but  it  may  be  worth  our  while  to  wonder  if  first  base  is  in 
the  best  place  if  the  goals  we  are  setting  up  for  them  are  the 
most  desirable. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  kind  of  life  for  which  our 
present  educational  system  was  designed  to  train  is  radically 
different  from  the  life  American  people  find  themselves  now 
living  or  from  that  which  they  are  likely  to  live  during  the 
next  few  decades.  No  one  can  tell  with  any  degree  of  cer- 
tainty  what  problems  will  be  faced  by  the  children  now  in  our 
schools  when  they  are  adults,  but  our  present-day  leaders  are 
unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  those  problems  will  be  radically 
different  from  those  the  present  and  past  generations  have 
been  facing.  The  best  we  can  do  is  to  look  to  these  leaders  for 
the  determination  of  our  objectives,  so  I  respectfully  request 
that  you  give  your  attention  to  some  of  the  remarks  relative 
to  education  made  recently  by  President  Roosevelt  and  some 
of  his  closest  advisers,  and  to  what  it  seems  to  me  are  some  of 
the  most  vital  implications  of  those  remarks  to  our  local 
schools. 

President  Roosevelt  recently  said,  "Our  present  educational 
provisions  do  not  meet  the  needs  of  all  children  up  to  sixteen. 
Newer,  more  significant,  types  of  preparation  for  satisfactory 
living  must  be  evolved  in  our  school  system,  so  that  if  we  pro- 
hibit the  employment  of  children  up  to  sixteen,  we  may  at  the 
same  time  provide  fruitful  experiences  to  fill  these  }Tears  and 
turn  out  more  valuable  citizens  to  the  State  and  to  industry 
when  they  do  enter  on  their  productive  years.''  There  are  too 
many  vital  things  today  for  our  children  to  learn  to  make  it 
profitable  for  them  to  learn  things  just  for  the  sake  of  know- 
ing them.  One  of  the  great  weaknesses  in  our  present-day 
social  order  is  the  inefficiency  of  so  many  homes  in  the  proper 
training  and  care  of  children.    Why  do  we  spend  the  time  of 
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the  future  mothers  in  teaching  them  how  to  figure  bank  dis- 
count, which  they  will  never  use,  and  teach  them  nothing 
about  budgeting  the  family  income  or  the  relative  values  of 
fresh  and  canned  orange  juice  when  they  would  use  such 
knowledge  all  their  lives?  Why  do  we  teach  boys  whether  to 
use  who  or  whom  in  this  sentence,  "He  is  fortunate  who  or 
whom  the  king  favors,"  and  make  no  provisions  for  teaching 
them  the  value  of  direct  sunlight  in  healthy  growth  ? 

George  H.  Dern,  Secretary  of  War,  recently  stated,  "In  a 
country  where  the  people  rule  they  must  be  enlightened  in 
order  to  rule  wisely  and  well.  It  is  the  task  of  the  teacher  to 
enlighten  them,  and  hence  it  depends  upon  the  teacher 
whether  or  not  this  country  shall  have  good  government  in  the 
next  generation."  I  ask  you  then,  "What  kind  of  teachers 
are  needed  ?"  Is  the  ability  of  one  to  do  examples  in  arithme- 
tic without  mistakes  worth  more  than  the  ability  of  another 
to  get  children  to  direct  their  own  activities,  both  independ- 
ently and  collectively,  happily  and  intelligently?  As  Claude 
A.  Swanson,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  stated  in  a  recent  report, 
"Ambition  lies  dormant  in  the  young  mind  until  some  teacher 
fans  the  fires  of  aspiration  and  makes  them  flame  with  the 
hope  of  achievement." 

The  enlarged  responsibilities  of  the  schools  are  in  the  mind 
of  Harry  L.  Hopkins,  Administrator,  Federal  Emergency  Re- 
lief, when  he  says,  "There  is  a  responsibility  for  developing 
a  program  for  leisure  time.  After  all,  we  are  going  to  acquire 
some  new  values.  The  day  for  people  to  make  enormous  sums 
of  money  is  over.  A  new  situation  has  developed.  School  peo- 
ple will  have  to  teach  something  more  than  making  a  living." 
Music,  art,  literature,  and  games  have  important  places  in  the 
schools  of  today. 

Whose  duty  is  it  to  give  the  child  an  opportunity  to  receive 
an  education  and  see  to  it  that  he  makes  use  of  the  chance? 
Jesse  M.  Jones,  Chairman,  Reconstruction  Finance  Corpora- 
tion, says,  "The  enlightened  world,  after  centuries  of  progress, 
lias  concluded  that  every  child  is  entitled  to  the  opportunity 
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for  education.  Failure  to  grasp  this  opportunity  is  one  of  the 
greatest  handicaps  to  which  anyone  may  subject  himself,  no 
matter  what  line  of  endeavor  he  may  intend  to  enter."  It  is 
the  duty  of  organized  society,  or  government,  to  see  that  the 
ch;,d,  every  child,  is  educated  to  the  limit  of  his  capacity. 

Does  the  education  of  yesterday  fit  the  needs  of  today  and 
tomorrow  "In  a  rapidly  changing  world  with  a  rapidly  in- 
creasing body  of  significant  human  knowledge,  education  can- 
not be  static,"  recently  said  Arthur  E.  Morgan,  Chairman, 
Tennessee  Valley  Authority.  The  solutions  we  have  worked 
out  for  our  old  problems  are  not  sufficient  for  present  or  future 
problems  because  the  problems  we  are  now  facing  are  not  like 
those  of  the  past.  If  our  society  is  to  endure,  our  schools  must 
change  with  the  changes  in  our  social  order.  The  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  that  met  our  needs  a  generation  ago 
will  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  next  generation.  Our  society  is 
getting  more  complex  and  our  schools  must  be  broadened  to 
meet  its  needs. 

Conclusion 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board,  teachers  and 
other  citizens  for  their  co-operation  during  the  past  year.
